Congress adjourns for year, leaves 
some nominations in political limbo 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Dozens of 
would-be ambassadors, judges and 
Mnior bureaucrats will spend the holi- 
days without a job because Congress 
adjourned for the year without acting 
on their nominations. 

A few nominees are entangled in 
controversy, most notably Morton 
Halperin, the administration’s choice to 
be assistant secretary of defense for 
democracy and peacekeeping. 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee, led by some conservative 
Republicans oppo^ to Halperin’s lib- 
eral views, forwd the nomiiution back 
to the White House, which said 
President Clinton will resubmit his

The centers established this year 
at six schools go beyond the basics 
of language courses and work with 
other departments to focus oh 
French contributions in history, art 
and matbeinalic£.-sai<LStepbcQ. 
■ Nichol.s. a direnbr of the cerifer of 
Johns Hopkins University. 

•'Part of our role is to recognize 
that the university as a whole has 
many tics with French culture. 
French busineVses, French institu- 
tions,” Nichols said. 

”I think it’s the recognition that 
— France-is-noi-Just-a-cuhure-of-wine- 
and cheese, und plays and litera- 
ture." he said. 'The' French center 
serves as a clearinghouse for inicr- 
disciplinary.work.” 

Other Centers of Excellence in 
French Studies arc at Harvard, 
Princeton, the University of 
Pennsylvania; the University of 
Chiedgo and the University of 
California at Berkeley.

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Brady bill may be just 
a symbol — or just a start 


Don’t expect big results from ilte 
Brody bill’s passage. 

The bloodshed on America’s streets 
will not instantly cease. On the other 
hand, Idaho gun owners will not sud- 
denly lose their rights. 

That’s because thelJrady bill is not 
nearly as big a deal us either support- 
ers or its detractors have suggested. 
Its importance - if it is important at 
all - is symbolic. 

Lust week's Senate vote is a small 
victory for ordinary Americans (by 
one account. 92 percent of them sup- 
ported the bill) over the National Ri- 
fle Association, u loud, big-money 
lobby that usually has its way. the 
vote might even be viewed as a rebel- 
lion against high-powered interest 
groups in general - though such a 
view would be ovcroplimistic. 

The bill also represents America’s 
growing sense , of urgency on crime. 
IfCongre.ss can face down the NRA, 
‘maybe we’re getting serious about 
street violence. 

But symbolism won’t stop the fly- 
ing bullets. Yes. a waiting period and 
background check will help a little, 
and Idaho Sen. Larry Craig was 
wrong to waste so much time ob- 
structing the bill. 

Still, America is awash in guns, and 
any-criminal wiio wants one can get 


it, with or without the Brady bill. 

The important question is whether 
the Brady bill will lead to something 
else. Was last week’.s vote the begin- 
nirtg of the end of the gun lobby’s 
veto power, or just u speed blimp? 

Surely, gun-control advocates will- 
feel emb^ddened to promote funiicr 
restrictions, such as a national hand- 
gun ban, or a bullet tax. Meanwhile, 
however, pro-gun groups will use the 
Brady bilPs passage td whip up alarm 
(and money jdo.light those ideas. 

Both sides will be partly fueled by 
hysteria. The trick for Congress, and 
for citizens. wiRbo to keep a hand on 
the rudder of common sense. 

Can America find rational ways to 
reduce the flow of guns to urban 
gangs and other criminals, without 
harming the rights of honest citizens? 

Just as important, can our public 
and private institutions address with 
resolve the other factors in America’s 
crime problem? Law enforement, 
prison space, 'education, jobs, adoles- 
cent parenthood, drug abuse, scIf-re- 
spcct, moral values - all these factors 
arc at least as important as 4iow long 
it takes to buy a gun. 

These questions will resonate long 
after we have forgotten the Senate’s 
unseemly scuffle over a simple wail- 
ing period. .

Bill Clinton never promised to be “the ed- 
ucation prcsidcnl.” as his predecessor did. 
But there was every reason from his history 
to expect that education would be a key- 
stone of hi.s program. It had been his passion 
and almost his obsession during the decode 
he was governor of Aricansas. 

It’s turned out that other things hayc pre- 
empted his attention this first year - die bud- 
get, Bosnia. NAFTA, hcollh core, etc. Clin- 
ton has launched several scliool initiatives, 
but probably the best thing the president has 
done for education is to pick his old friend, 
former Soutli Carolina Gov. Richard Riley, 
a.s the secretary of education. 

Riley is one of the most decent and honor- 
able people in public life. He has little of the 
.shdvrmans)iip-or-his-prodec«ssor-in4ho-jobi — 
former Tennessee Gov. l-omur Alexander. 
But Riley’s sincerity ond commitment to 
schools made a diflerence in his home state 
- where he led the fight to keep schools 
open during the battles over busing and 
launched the drive to improve their quality. 
He will make o difTcrence here as well. 

The other morning, 1 went out to see Sec- 
retary Riley at Hine Junior High School, 
seven blocks from the Capitol, where he met 
with students and teachers and made a talk 
about a newly released report on America’s 
young people. 

— Hine-Juniof-High htis been u shining ex— . — 
ample of excellence in a generally belea- 
guered school system. Between the time Ri- 
ley’s visit was scheduled and his actual ap- 
pearance. Hine become even more famous 
locally for its outspoken principal. Princess 
Whitfield. 

Angry because the slowpoke District of ’ 
Columbia school bureaucracy would not as- 
sign the four extra teachers needed to meet 
the increased enrollment in her magnet 
school, Whitfield went on the vraipath and 
took her demands to the public. By the time 
Riley got there, two of the extra teachers

were at work - and Whitfield was idling 
anyone who would listen that “no one is go- 
ing to stop me. One iVny or anotJicr, I’m go- 
ing to get this done.” 

With its palpable school pride and its 
pushy, no-coropromisc-with-quality princi- 
pol. Hine proved to be ihe perfcct setting for 
Riley to tell the country about a “revolution 
of rising expectations’’ that has not been 
widely noted. Among the scores of social 

in the study he was releasing, “Youth Indi- 
cators 1993,“ the most hopeful, he said, is 
that “the education aspirations of our young 
people have jumped enormously in the last 
10 years.” 

In 1980, a Department of Education sur- 
vey showed more high school sophomores 
planned to end their schooling with a high 
school diploma - or loss - than were aiming 
at a bachelor’s degree.

On strike: There’s got to be a better way

An old Nanhwestem iribq, de- 
scribed by Ruth Benedict. in her sem- 
inal book "Paticms of Culture." de- 
veloped nonviolent practices rather 
similar to those that have been de- . 
veloped by organized labor. 

When a family wanted to get the 
Ixilter of a rival family, it look .some 
of its prized possessions over and 
destroyed them in front of llte other 
family. The rules of l>eiiavior were 
rigid; The only honorable response 
was for the second family to make a 
public display of destroying some of 
its pwn valuables. If no settlement 
was reached, this lit-for-lat sequence 
.went on until one or both families 
were reduced tode.stitution. 

Wc may shake our heads over 
such a seemingly crazy practice, but 
the conventional labor strike in our 
own society has many .similarities to 
it. One side tries to hurt the other 
without, ideally, rcsoning to physi- 
cal violence. But it also hurts itself. 

In many cases - that of American 
Airlines being the most recent exam- 
ple - it may threaten to destroy its 
own livelihood. And it hurts the pub- 
lic. 

Wouldn't it be wise to devise 
more sensible rulc.s? What arc need- 
ed arc practices ihai arc nonviolent 
yet hurt enough to cau.se the other 
side to realize that the matter is seri- 
ous and must be attended to. At the 
same time, the common interest of 
employee and employer- to keep 
' the business in being - must be pre- 
served. 

Merc is a suggestion that has been

made by several people. It's proba- 
bly not optimum; there's such an 
enomious scope fordoing better than 
the present system of destructive 
strikes that anyone.with a couple of 
creative brain cells could think up 
improvements. Bui here it is any- 
way. 

The collective bargaining agree- 
ment would cunlain a strike clause 
along the following lines; 

Tlie union may vote to call a strike 
with a minimum advance notice of 
two weeks'(to allow for negotiation.) 

During a strike, no one in a union 
position may be laid off by numage- 
nient. nor may anyone be hired, ex- 
cept with the agritcment of the union. 

Tlie union nienibers wall continue 
to work noniuilly. and managcmcni 
will continue to pay wages. 

However, during the strike, the 
wages paid to union members by 
management shall be reduced by 25 
percent during the first two weeks 
and by 50 percent for the remainder 
of l|ie strike. 

, Management will pay double the 
amount of these wage reductions - 
i.e.. 50 percent in the first i vo weeks 
and 100 percent ihercaficr. to the 
Depanmeni of Liibor. which shall in- 
vest the funds in government securi- 
ties. 

When (he strike is scllled. the 
amount deposited plus accnicd inter- 
est will be relumed for payment to 


workers and nianagumcnl. 1'liis pro- 
posal is based on arbitrary nilcs. Inil 
it (las mat)y advantages over the pre- 
sent sy.sicni. which is based on 
..equally arbitrary but self-destructive 
rules. Pressure would be applied 
gradually and relalively humaiuily. 
Both sides would have strong incen- 
tives to bring the strike to an end. Inn 
would fiice'merclyjncrcased dis- 
comtbn. not the death of liieir busi- 
ness by continuing to strike. The 
common livelihoixl of'bolh sides 
would be preserved. 

Moreover, the tliscussion of 
grievances is likely to Iw more civi- 
lized and pro<liictivc under such cir- 
cumstances than under the extreme 
stresses that the present strike system 
prixluces. . 

lliis has to be belter tlian the cur- 
rent practice. And if you don't like 
it. I have an altcmalive. When a 
strike is declared, the union mem- 
bers continue working, but the De- 
partment of Uilxir lakes an equal 
number of union olTicials ami senior 
management personnel to an Army

to an agreemem. It makes just as

LEWISTON (AP) — Last year, the 
signs were there, but the pieces hadn’t 
fallen into place. 

Or maybe no one wanted lo believe 
■ it.. 

•il There’s no denying the fact now 
'gangs arc here in Lewiston and 
Clarkslon. 

“We were ripe for it like a lot of 
rural cities,’’ said Lewiston Police 
CpI. Jim Cain, the department's 
street gang coordinator. 

He said 25 people in Nez Perec 
and Asotin counties have been iden- 
tified by police as gang members, 
but it could be 100 or more. ' 

The known 25. at least, aren’t just 
wanna-bes, according to Cain. They 
fil'thc standard definition of a gang: 

' three or more individuals with a 
common name, sign or symbol who 
arc involved in criminal activity. 
“Tlicy walk the walk, they talk the 

; talk and they dre.ss the dress." Cain 
said. And they are committing 
crimes, including burglary, vandal- 
ism, car theft, assault and battery. 

In Asotin County, juvenile crime 
has increased 131 percent since 
1SI91. Assaults are up 162 percent. 
Some, but not all, of the jump can be 
attributed to gang activity. 

In Lewiston, the gang prc.scnce 
can be seen especially downtown, 
where many youths hang out on 
weekend and summer nights. 

"Within jhc last four months, 
downtown has a new flavor," Cain 
said. Certain parking lots have

ti has appeared. Kids, some gang 
members, .some not, are getting beat 
up. 

Recently, a youth suffered a nip- 
tured s nlecn in a uane. mugging 
downfown. Some guns have been 
involved, although no one ha.s been 
shot. 

Cain said drug trafficking often is 
pan of gang activity, but it doesn't 
seem to be a motivating factor in 
gangs forming here. 

He said 18 of the 25 identified 
gang members are from outside the 
Lcwision-Clarksion Valley or.havc 
returned here after living in places 
such as Los Angeles, Portland, 
Tacoma or Seattle. 

Some arc hard-core gang members 
on probation or brought here by their 
families hoping lo get tliem out of the 
gang.stcr life. Some of them may not 
have been in gangs before, but they 


have used their knowledge about 
gangs to impress new friends here. 

Gang members in Lewiston and 
Clarkslon, although almost exclusive- 
ly while, don’t differ much from 
gangsters elsewhere. They range from 
10 years old to adult and include both 
males and females. Many are from 
single-parent homes and have 
dropped out of school. 

' Last year, former Clarkslon Police 
Chief Michael Erp said there was no 
gang problem in the valley, but said 
there was a group of “little maraud- 
ers” roaming the streets at night and 
causing a lot of trouble, 

Officials on-both sides of the bor- 
der now acknowledge those groups of 
"little marauders” were embryonic 
gangs. 

“A year ago, part of the reason no 
one saw they were gangs was because 
they were so disorganized. They 
didn't know what language to speak 


Of who t o ident ify with ." said Vonda 
Campbcil.^uvcnilc probation officer 
for Asotin County. “None of us could 
believe the evolution it took." 

Influence from the outsiders helped 
the kids put their act together and 
become more sophisticated, .she said. 

For example, the graffiti has taken 
on a different form. Before, much of 
'hat-was-flppcttrinig-wefc-fliimtftr-of- 
rock groups and attention-grabbing 
scribbling. "It was simpler a year 
ago." Campbell said. “Now It’s taken 
on a larger identity with more mean- 
ing.” 

Many kids today have adopted clc- 
rnicnls of gang dress, including baggy 
clothing, bclow-thc-knee shorts, 
'clothing of a specific color (blue for 
Crips, red for Bloods), or team 
(Raiders.- Kings), builon-up .shirts or 
certain types of shoes with specific 
color laces. They may wear bandan- 
nas and sport .tattoos. 

It’s difficult for the untrained eye 
to detect the real gangbangcr from a 
kid who’s sii^ly imitating what he or 
she .sees on TV or in the movie.s. Bui 
Cain, a former LA cop, said he can 
recognize. a gang member almost 
immediately. 

The clothing is only a port of a 
whole altitude package that includes a 
ccrioin way lo stand und'u certain way 
lo talk, he said. 

Because Lcwiston-Clorkston gangs 
arc not like big-city gangs, there’s a 
lot of denial that they exist here, Cain 
said.

Dump trucks cause 
grumbles along route 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Since July, a steady stream of 35-ton 
dump trucks has been rumbling 
. along interstates in Salt Lake and 
Davis counties, hauliijg^gravcl for a 
new SI 10 million runway at Suit 
Lake Inicrnalionnl Airport. 

On Che busiest days, the trucks 
make more than 600 round trips. 
And us skeptics predicted, the haul 
has caused problems for motorists 
and residents along the routes. 

Rocks falling from the trucks have 
smashed windshields and several 
trucks have, been involved in acci- 
dcnis, including some with injuries, 
said Salt Lake City Police Officer 
Jay Rhodes. 

Truck drivers have been ticketed 
- for running stop signs and speeding. 
And people living near 600 North 
and 300 Wc.st have been jolted 
awake at night by squealing jakc 
brakes. 


The complaints have been so 
numerous that a special state task 
force has begun compiling specific 
records on the-airporl-haulrWhichns" 
expected to go on another year. 

Rhodes and other members of the 
Safety Enforcement Metro 
Inspections (SEMI) task force con- 
duct regular safety inspections on all 
the trucks headed to the airport. 

On Nov. 7, 15 trucks hauling for 
the Ralph Smith Trucking Co. were 
inspected. Police found 168 safely 
violation; and ordered 1 1 of the 
irucks out of service until-'rcpairs 
could be made. The violations 
included everything from broken 
turn signals to faulty brake lines, 
according to police records.

Have politics replaced biology?

TWIN FALLS - The contrast is strik- 
ing. 

Just north of the No. 12 green at Blue 
Lakes Countiy Club, a pair of young bald 
eagles successfully fledged and left their 
nest this summer. Club members were 
thrilled, and wildlife biologists surprised, 
that the threatened eagles had made their 
home so close to humans. 

About 75 miles down the Snake River, 
the 200 or so people who live in and 
around Bruncau were waging a fierce bat- 
tle to take the Bruncau hot spring snail 
ofT the list of'cndangcrcd species. They 
fear that recovery elTorts for the snail will 
' put their forms and ranches out of busi- 
ness. 

— The differing fates of the eagles and the 
snails under the federal Endangered 
Species Act highlight the key tension un- 
derlying that controversial law: When hu- 
man interests conflict with another 
species’, which should prevail? 

"The Endangered Species Act was a 
very enlightened move by society," said 
Glenn Stewart, executive director of the 
Idaho Conservation League. "It was a 
way of saying that we can’t allow human 
activity to pre-empt the right of other 
species to live on this planet." 

“If you look at the number of species 
that have been delisted, you can moke a 
good ease that the Endangered Species, 
Act is not the way to go," countered Ray- 
ola Jacobsen, who handles cndangcrcd- 
spccies work for the Idaho Farm Bureau. 
"All (recovery teams) do is'implcmcnt 
regulations against humans, not for the 
species." 

That debate, which has simmered for 
the post few years, is sure to heat up to 
boiling next year, when the 1973 law is 
up for rcauchorizalion. 

Banning DDT and aggressively pro- 
tecting bald eagle habitat has resulted in 
on impressive recovery for the birds, said 
Karen Stcenhof, a research wildlife biolo- 
gist for the newly created National Bio- 
logical Survey. 

In 1990, she said, 3,014 nesting pairs 
of bald eagles were recorded in the lower 
48 states. In l^aho, the number of nesting 
pairs rose ftom 1 1 in 1979 to 63 last year. 
More than 900 bald eagles spent lost win- 
ter in the state. 

Bald eagle recover' has been helped by 
two traits the eagles share with relatively 
few other endangered species, Stcenhof 
said: a high-profile, positive-image, and 
the fact that it generally doesn’t get in the 
way of human activities.

plant plans

JACKPOT - Plans for a geothermal 
power plant in northern Nevada that 
would provide electricity to Idaho Power 
Co. will have to be redone. 

The Idaho Public' Utilities Commis- 
sion recently decided that Earth Power 
Energy and Minerals Inc. would have to 
resubmit its plans for a geothermal plant 
because of too much confusion in the 
application. 

Earth Power proposed to build a $15 
million geothermal plant at Hot Sulfur 
Springs, southwest of Jackpot. The plant 
■would generate 9.9 megawotts of elec- 
tricity, and development is planned to 
begin in 1995. 

But Idaho Power doesn't want the 
power and has fought the Idaho commis- 
sion's jurisdiction in the matter. 

And to make matters more complicat- 
ed, there has been confusion between the 
public utilities commission in Idaho and 
Nevada over which has the authority in 
this case. Idaho Power supplies electrici- 
ty to southern Idaho and parts of north- 
ern Nevada. 

In September, each commission de- 
ferred to the other when asked for per- 
mission to develop the geothermal plant. 

Also, the Nevada commission is still 
trying to update its “avoided costs" pow- 
er rates ug to those set for Idaho Power. 

“The commission finds the record in 
this case and the respective filings of the 
parties to be somewhat confusing," the 
Idaho commission members stated in 
their order lhat issued Wednesday. “Ad- 
ministratively, we find it prudent to re- 
quire Earth Power to Hie a new com- 
plaint in a new docket." 

Still, the Idaho commission reserved 
the right to defer judgment on the plant

Most endangered and threatened 
species, Stewart says, got that way 
at leost in part because of human cn- 
croochment on their natural habitats. 
For exompie, the U.S. Fish und 
Wildlife Service says groundwater 
pumpiiig is drying up the springs the 
snails live in; Gov. Cecil Andrus 
Jays most of the blame for declining 
Snake River salmon runs‘'uh'thc 
eight federal dams on the lower 
, Snake and Columbia rivers. 

If human activity is the problem, 
environmentalists say, then chang- 
ing human behavior is the solution. 
But often, that means changing 
long-established social or economic 
patterns. 

A recent University of Idaho study 
concluded that most recovery plans 
for endangered and threatened 
species are heavily infUienccd by 
political, social and economic con- 
siderations - as opposed to biologi- 
cal ones — and that as a result, “re- 
covery goals have often been set that 
risk extinction rather than ensure 
survival.”

State Sen. Laird Nbh uf Kimberly, 
a sheep rancher and chairman of the 
Senate Resources and Environment 
Committee, said the law “should 
recognize that in some cases, the 
cost to recover some relatively 
unimportant species is so great that 
those actions shouldn’t be taken.” 

The law includes a provision al- 
lowing a special Cabinet-level com- 
'miltce to override a listing when that 
listing would cause undue economic 
hardship. That provision has been 
used twice. 

TIic ICL's Stewart says that from 
an ecological standpoint, there arc 
no "unimportant" species. He agrees 
with .scientists who say the main 
problem is that the government pro- 
tects individual species, rather than 
protecting habitat so that species 
wouldn't be threatened with extinc- 
tion in the first place. 

"To me, the Endangered Species 
Act is a warning flag that goes up 
when things are terribly wrong in 
the environment,” he said. "At that 
point, it's not appropriate to contrast 
economics with biology."-

As a boy, Noh said he remembers 
in the springtime in Ihe desert; 
there was a sheep comp on every 
hill, cattle, running loose every- 
where. wild horses ninning loose, 
and it’s a wonder that there was any 
.soil left at all. 

“We all learned there were too 
many animals on the range to pro- 
duce good quality forage and quality 
animals.” 

Many sheep nnehers arc worried 
about the phasc-out of wool incen- 
tive payments, new range regula- 
tions and higher grazing fees, bui 
Noh and Cenarrusa said low wool 
and lamb prices hove forced some 
ranchers out of business. 

■ Both atlriluie low wool price.>^ to 0 
huge glut of wool in Australia. 

"Australia has the equivalent of 21 
years of D.S. production of wool in 
storage, and they're talking about 
letting it all out next year,” said Jan- 
ice iGrauberger, spokeswoman for 
the American Sheep Industry Asso- 

dation in Denver. _ 

If they do that, the price of wool 
could drop from the low 70-ccnl 
range to SO cents a pound, she said. 

If thot occurs. os'Nob says, it will 
not pay to sheor the sheep. “Wool '

Idohouns have concentrated on rais- 
ing lambs with their flocks. Overall, 
about 25 percent of the Idaho’s

Lamb prices have been low for 
.several years, because three meat- 
packing companies dominate the 
U.S.‘market, Noh said. 

Noh, Ccnami.sa and Boyd all con- 
tend the plants control pricing to the 
point where U.S. antitrust laws arc 
violated. Complaints to the Reagan,., 
Bush and Clinton ^dmini-stralions,’ 
however, have fallen on deaf ears. 

“There is collusion going on. and I 
know it," Cenarrusa said. 

Recently, he was trying to sell 
lambs 10 one packer. After he failed 
to make a deal, another meal-pack- 
ing company colled 15 minutes later. 

’’That packer knew I had been 
talking with the other company, and 


he knew what price 1 h_ad been o1T~ 
fered',-" he said. "So, they were 
working togclhcr to hold the price of 
lambs down." 

In retaliation, Cenarrusa and some 
other Idaho growers decided to hold 
onto their lambs for an extra week. 
They knew that the meal packer had 
only fccdlol-quality lambs on hand, 
and they had overfed them. “They 
were too greedy and they got caught 
with lhe.se fat lambs,” he said. 

With the packers facing a shortogc 
of prime range-fed lambs, the price 
went up 20 cents per pound, and Cc- 
namisu sold.

But most imponantly, say.s Klee, ‘‘Nobody 
yells at me anymore.” 

The youngster’s distorted view of life changed 
(wo years ago when he was fitted with (wo small 
hearing aids (ha( f!( snugly into his ear canals. 

Tlic hearing aids were donated to Klcc through 
Tlic Miracle Children’s Foundation. 

Klee’s parents, Denise and Steven Morrison, 
could not afford the cost of about Sl,200 for each 
hearing aid, TTie foundation was set up to help 
families such as (he Morrisons. 

If a family meets certain income guidelines and 
there is u medical need for the hearing aids, the 
foundation'ean provide the hearing aids ‘free of 
charge to needy children, said Kenette Ellin, 
Pocatello manager oF Miracle Ear of Idaho. 

Over the past two years, some 10 area children 
have received hearing aids through the founda- 
tion. ' 


Tlic program ha.s drastically changed life for 
Klee and his family, s:iid Denise Morrison. 

She said family mcmbilrs had often been frus- 
trated in their attempts to communicate with 
Klcc. And Klee’s hearing disability was affecting 
his school work at Paul Elementary School. 

Even though he sat at the front of (he class- 
room, he often didn’t understand instructions. He' 
also didn’t read well because he didn’t hear the 
sound of words correctly and consequently mis- 
pronounced them. 

"He’d always .say. 'What did you say?”’ said 
his sister Klatrc.ssa, 10, of her efforts to speak to 
her cldcst.brother. 

Klcc lost his hearing after a bout with .spinal 
meningitis at (he age of 9 months. He was criti- 
cally ill for several weeks, but miraculously 
recovered with hearing los.s his only major med- 
ical problem, said his mother. 

Klee ha.s u 60 percent hearing loss in his left 
ear and u 40 percent loss in his right ear. 

“We took him lo two speciuIists;*one in Boise 
and one at Primary Children’s Hospital in Salt 
Lake City. Tliey all suit! that it appeared the dam- 
age was permanent, but it might get a iittie better 


as he got older,’] she recalled. ■ 

Tlic Morrisons took Klcc to Dr. K.C. McGcc, 
an car, nose and throat specialist in Pocatello, two 
years ago, He confirmed Klee’s hearing loss :;qd 
recommended hearing aids. 

Aside from fitting Klcc with his hearing aids, 
the Miracle Ear foundation sviH continue to pro- 
vide Klcc with new hearing aids until he reaches 
the age of 18. 

Denise Morrison said (he foundation has 
already replaced one hearing aid wliicli was bro- 
ken and has periodically .serviced Klee’s hearing 
aids and put in frc.sh batteries. 

She .said the foundation has helped her son lead 
a normal life.. While he had sonic initial reserva- 
tions about going to school wearing hearing aids, 
his cla.ssmalcs have never leased him ahmil them, 
she said. 

He was the lu.rgcl of .some teasing before he got 
the hearing aids, however. Children would get 
tired of trying to gel his ultention or havjrig him 
continually a.sk them to repeat iliem.selves. 

"I always had to listen real close,” Klee admit- 
ted.

Letter, raises intriguing theory about Powell expedition killings 


SALT LAKE CITY (AI>) — One of 
the abiding mysteries of Colorado 
River exploration remains the fate of 
three men who left John Wesley 
Powell’s first expedition in IH69 and 
headed for the Monnoii sciilemctAs to 
the norUi. / 

A letter <fiat lay for a cenlunl' at the 
bottom of an old irunk^j>tiiscs an 
intriguing new possibjfiTy: The trio, 
made it to Toquerville. only' to "be niur- ’ 
dered by a man who mistook them for 
fcdcml ugenus chasing a participant in 
the infamous Mountain Meadows mas- 
sacre. 

At the time, the three were said to 
have Ixtcii killed in northern Arizona 
hy Shivwiis Indiiuis in revenge for hav- 
ing molested and shot an Indian 
woman. Bui no bodies or efrccis were 
ever recovered, and Powell and others 
doubled the tale, which has various 
versions. 

A ncver-bcfore-piiblished I8H3 loiter 
from Williiiin Leany to John Steele 
refers to "tlic diiy those three were 
murdered in our ward & the murderer 
. killed to stop the shedding of more 
blood." 

Several paragraphs later. Leany 
refers to the "killing (oO the three in 
one room in our own ward," 

Wc.slcy P. Larsen, professor emeri- 
tus and former dean of the College of 
Science at Southern Utah University, 
published large portions of the letter 
thij year in the historical journal 
. "Canyon. Legacy," and contended that 
Leahy was referring to an ineiJcni in 
the summer of 1869. 

That was when the Mormon 
Church’s members in Harrisburg, 
where Leany lived, briefiy were made 
part of Steele's church ward in 
Toqucrvillc. 

Larsen speculates the three Powell 
men may have, been killed in the 
Toqucrvillc chapel — which Mill 
stands — by Eli N. Pace, a son-in-law 
of John D. Lee. who was trying "to church history, 
protect Lee from three armed federal 
meg foming out of nowhere."

Why can parrots talk, 
but dogs stay silent?

Q. I would like to know why 
parrots con talk and dogs can’t — 
Maurice Woody. 

A. Birds have a voice box called 
a syrinx. They arc the only tinitmils 
that have this. 'Hie syrinx i.s in the 
lower part x>f the bird’.s windpipe. 
In tl\c syrinxr there is a chamber 
surrounded by clastic vibrating 
mcmbrane.s. Special musclcx con- 
trol the membranes and can change 
their tension and position. This i.s 
tiow the bird produces its many 
dirferent pitches :md also can 
mimic sounds. -When a parrot 
"talk.s." it is mimicking the .sounds 
of humuns. Dogs do not have this 
unique ability Iwcuu.sc they do not 
have the speciuli/ed vocal equip- 
- ment. 

Q. How many endangered 
species are in the world? — Dawn 
' Gioncy. 

A. No one kno.ws exactly liow 
many species arc living on the 
planet. So it's hard for scieniLsi.s to 
know how many arc endangered. 
For example, expens believe there 
may be as many us' 30 million 
species on Earth, and yet less than 
two million have been idcntilled by 
. scientists. Some m:ty disappear 
before wc know they exist. 
Scientists elsiimmcd that us many 
as 100 .species become extinct each 
day. There are 750 species on the 
ciirrem U.S. endangered list. 

Q. How mqny babies do black 
widow spiders produce? — 
Melissa Thompson. 

A. The black widow female 
niatu.s with a male and then spins a 
sac for her eggs — about 100 of 
them. But only about onc-fourtli of 


the bahy spiders that liatcli will 
survive. After liieY hatch, the 
babies climb out of the sac arid 
onto the lop of a leaf or plant or 
stick. Tiicn the wind blows them 
tiway. They need to gel away or 
liiey might lie eaten by tlieir broth- 
ers' and .si.sicrs or even iJte molhcri 
Sometimes the black widow, 
female will eat the male after they 
mate. To help h1s chances of sur- 
vival. llie male .black widow some- 
times will bring along another 
insect for iltu female to cut. 

Q. When did they start using ZIP 
Codes and what do they mean? — 
Brittney O’Brien. 

A. ZIP Codes officially were 
iniroduced on July 1. 1963. The' 
ZIP stands for Zoning 
Improvement Plan. ZIP Codes . 
were designed to help the post 
office son and distribute mail more 
quickly. The original code.s .were 
Five digil.s. Tlic first (Ikcc showed 
the main points of intvci. and the 
last two numbers identified the 
post office or delivery station. In 
larger cities, the first tlircc digits 
were for the city and the last two 
for the local zone number. When 
ZIP Codes first came along, they 
weren't re(|iiired by law. They 
were sugge.sted by the Post Office, 
based on u postal code system in 
Wc.si Geniiany.

Tlic..Vomado unit contains a tciii- i 
peralure sensor that varies fan speed 
and heal output us needed. Tlic unit 
may start off running at 1.000 or

Wulluge 
then drop:;, off into a maintenance 
mode to put out just enough heat to 
maintai^ that lempenitua*. 

Another type of room heater oper- 
ates by convection, the same principle 
on which hut-water baseboard units 
arc based. Slant Fin. in fact, borrowed 
llie designs of its baseboard units and 
adapted them to the company's line ' 
of electric heaters. 

Tile heaters work by drawing cold 
air near the floor up through heated 
aluminum fins. The warm air then 
rises into the room. Tlie system cre- 
ates a partial vacuum that produces a 
continuous flow of cool air lo warm 
air. One advantage to convection 
heaters is silent operation, since there 
is no fun, 

Yet another kind of healer works 
by radiation. Examples of this type 
arc the units that arc shaped like radi- 
ators and Tilled with a liquid, usually 
ethylene glycol (anti-free/e).

• When the lirst crossword 
puzzle appeared In the New 
YorkWorltfon Dec. 21,1913, it 
was called the “word-cross.” 
The words were transposed 
three weeks later through a 
typesetter's error and they were 
never corrected. The hyphen 
was dropped later. 

• At the height of the cross- 
word puzzle craze In 1924, six 
of the top 10 non-fiction best 
sellers were crossword puzzle 
books. 

• The University ol Kentucky 
added a course on crosswords 
to Its curriculum In 1924, call- 
ing the puzzles “educational, 
scientilic, instructive and men- 
tally stimulating.'' 

• An editorial in the New 

York Times on Nov. 17, 1924, 
called crosswords “a primitive 
sort of mental exercise." An 
editorial four days later predict- 
ed the entertainment form’s 
early demise. ' 

• Britain's Queen Elizabeth. II 
likes to solve the Cryptic 
Crossword in London's Daily 
Telegraph every morning. 

• Shortz estimates that it 
takes two to five hours for the 
average crossword constructor 
to create a dally puzzle for the 
Times, and five lo 10 hours to 
create a Sunday puzzle.

Happy, unhappy couples display 
different ways to handle complaints 


Arizona Republic 

Is your marriage about to blow a 
gasket? Maybe it’s because you and 
your spouse complain about each 
other a lot, but not very well. 

So says Jess Alberts, an associate 
professor in Arizona State 
University’s department of commu- 
nication. 

Alberts knows. She has researched 
couples’ communication for nearly a 
decade, and right' now, she is doing 
an intensive ’’eavesdropping’’ study 
of a dozen couples.' 

“There arc definitely difTcrenccs 
between the ways happy couples and 
unhoppy couples handle their com- 
♦ plaints." Alberts soid. 

Unhappy couples ts.suc criticisms 
with a sneer, voices dripping with 
sarcasm. They gel cosmic. They get 
personal. They up the ante. And they 
countcrcomplain.

What is it with you? You always 
forget. You’d forget your nose if it

HE' (eyes spitting sparks): Oh 
yeah?

Happy couples approach the same 
complaint with less animosity and 
more helpfulness, Albcrt.s said. Tlicy 
try to be pleasant or neutral, stay 


with the specific complaint and look 
for ways to reduce its sting. 

SHE (mildly): Oh, you forgot the 
dry-cleaning. Gosh, I wish you 
didn 't forget all the time. 

HE: I don ’l forget all the time. Just 
sometimes. 

SHE: That’s true, you don't do it 
oHcn. But it's a pain when you do. 

HE: / know. I'll try to do better. 

Alberts’ current analysis of com- 
plaint behavior is based on an 
intense study of 90 couples. Her cur- 
rent research project, focusing on 
about a dozen couples,' began IM 
years ago. 

During wccklong information- 
gathering periods, the couples tape 
the .convcrsotions they have while 
they are alone. 

Alberts listens to the tapes and 
studies transcriptions of them to 
identify communication patterns that 
work and those that don’t. 

"We know all the things you 
should not do.’’ Alberts soid. "We 
know less about the variety of things 
you should do. I hope to Icam some- 
thing useful about how people con- 
struct happy marriages.” 

Happy marriages don’t always 
show perfect communication, she 
cautioned. Even hat>py couples 
sometimes handle complaints poor- 
ly, but they arc about twice as likely 
to handle them well. 

Among other things she has 
learned from hbr research: 

• Men lend to withdraw from 


arguments because their physical 
reactions to the argument ■ — anxi- 
ety, nervousness — arc more severe 
than those of women. 

When a man withdraws, a woman 
tends to escalate her complaint to 
get a reaction. She goes from. "You 
left your clothes on -the floor this 
morning,", to, "You’re a slob.” In 
happy couples, the men tend not to 
withdraw. The women tend not to 
escalate. 

. • Even if one partner in an unhap- 
py marriagq starts using good strate- 
gies, things probably won’t improve 
right away. For a while, the other 
partner will react based on all of the 
bad feelings that have built up in the 
past. But if the “good” partner per- 
sists, it’s likely the other partner will 
respond, and the relationship will 
get better. 

• Big problems result when one 
partner interprets a specific flaw — 
say, not putting the toilet seal down 
— as evidence of a. permanent emo- 
tional stale, such as, "He doesn’t 
love me." 

• It’s far better to reduce your 
negative behavior, cutting down on 
insults, for instance, than to do iso- 
lated positive things, such as buying 
roses for your spouse. 

Alberts, who plans to write two 
books on her findings — one acade- 
mic, one popular — : said you don’t 
have to complain-'perfccily to 
improve your relationship, 


Fiber causes problems in ‘sick’ building 

The W««htngtnn Post Hedge and colleagues analyzed 27 workers’ symptoms quickly cleared 


Sick building syndrome — the 
malady that affticts workers in many 
office buildings — is apparently not 
chiefly -the result of cigarette smoke 
or the gases collectively called 
i;idoor air pollutants. Instead, 
according to studies by Cornell 
University researchers, the main 
cause is tiny mineral fibers shed by 
ceiling tiles and by insulation that 
lines ventilation systems. 

The fibers may be inhaled, irritat- 
ing (he nose and throat, or may 
accumulate as dust that is inadver- 
tently picked up on fingers and 
transferred to the face and eyes. 
Symptom.s include eye. nose, throat 
and skin irrilnlion, headache, lethar- 
gy and respiratory problem.?. 

"Although many people assume 
that sick building syndrome is rclat- 
cd’to gaseous air pollutants), many 
studies, including ours, have been 
unable to find the link," said Alan 
Hedge, an environmental analyst 
spcciolizing-in indoor problems.

4,000 workers in nine states. 

They found no relationship 
between the number of workers’ 
complaints and indicators of air 
quality such as carbon monoxide, 
formaldehyde, temperature, humidi- 
ty or .sioleness of the air. Nor were 
workers more likely to report symp- 
toms in buildings where people 
smoked. 

Only one environmental finding 
correlated with symptoms; the con- 
centration in the air and on dtisty 
surfaces of microscopic fibers of 
various “man-made minerats" such 
dk the silicon oxides and calcium 
oxides commonI_y used to make 
acoustical ceiling tiles and insulation 
(both acoustical and thermal). The 
fibers arc contained in materials 
called rock wool and slag wool. 

Hedge said that when ceiling tiles 
made with these materials were 
removed or covered with plastic foil. 


that a quick way to reduce symp- 
toms was to install portable air fil- 
tering devices that contain “high 
efficiency particulotc arrestors." 

The research also suggested why 
workers with computers are more 
likely to report symptoms than oth- 
ers in the same building: The elec- 
trb.slatic fields generoted by (he 
monitors attract the fibers, which 
also become charged as they full 
through the air. 

The findings were published this 
month in Proceedings of the 
Building Design and Technology 
Conference.

Hinkle said that in recent years demand 
for' ski supplies had been stagnant and each 
year he mode fewer purcha^ orders from 
his wholesale suppliers.

"We saw 0 lot of people who didn’t ski 
for many years who went out In-st year," 
Hinkle said. 

Now those customers are coming back 
and updating their ski equipment or buying 
new equipment. He .said hc’.s now placed 
his third and fourth pre-seuson reorders 
with his suppliers. 

"Tlic increase is very ejicouraging." snid 
David Ingcmie, u.s.sociation pre.sidcm. "We 
anticipated an up-tick, but thi.s goes beyond 
our expectations. Our members, retailers 
and ski areas arc all poised for another 
good year." 

Last year was considered one of the ski 
indu.stry’s best years because of snowfall in 
November for a healthy begining at most 
ski rc.sons and additional snow in March to 
extend the ski season, said Mary Jo Taral- 
lo, spokeswoman for the as.sociation. 

Ski resorts have seen attcndcncc increase 
for the pa.st two years. Last ski season, ski 
areas posted attcndcncc of 53.1 million

His presentation resulted in n 72 percent 
increase in contributions from the Bon 
Marche employees. 

"I can’t take a lot of credit for that."

I a.skcd her if she wanted 
to go along, and she did, and she told her 


story. She pointed out that this mon- 
ey really does go to local people.” 
Bon Marche employees have given 
$3,540 lo the United Way this holi- 
(Liy season, and the store has con- 
trihuicd another $2,000. 

As part of the loaned executive 
program, Foolc and others got on a 
bus and toured the organizations the 
United Way funds. He said the expe- 
rience opened his eyes to the many 
people with problems and people 
helping in his community. 

The United Way of Magic Valley 
is an umbrella group that funds 19 local 
service agencies and charities ranging 
from the Salvation Army and American 
Red Cro.ss lo smaller organizations such as 
the Hagermun Senior Center and United 
Cerebral Palsy of Idaho.

I sat with Goldwatcr. 84, in the den 
of Bc-Nun-I-Kin, the sprawling glass, 
stone and wood house he built 40 years 
ago on 40 acres in the foothills above 
Phoenix and the desert valley where he 
was bom. The grandson of an immigrant 
Jewish peddler, Goldwaier found suc- 
cess first os a pilot and businessman,' 
then most notably os apoliticion and Re- 
publican statesman. For almost half a 
century, he has been at the center of 
American political life. Elected to the 
U.S. Senate in 1952, he served five 
terms before retiring in 1986. 

I asked him about (he country’s future. 
‘T talk too much,” Goldwater began. 
'T ought to keep my mouth shut. But if 
this country doesn't moke a decided 
change in the deficit in the next five to 
seven years, I’d say this country will be 
bankrupt in 10 years. Now, that's a hell 
of a thing to say about a country (hat you 
were bom in, fought a war over, and 
made your money and name in. But I 
think that’s going to happen just os sure 
as we’re sitting here.

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MORAL CODES THAT SEEK TO REGUL/JTE 
human behavior have been with us not only since 
the dawn of civilization but also among our pre- 
civilized, and highly social, hunter-gatherer an- 
cestors. And even earlier. Different societies have 
different codes. Many cultures say one thing and 
do another. In a few fortunate societies, an in- 
spired lawgiver lays do'wn aset of rules to live by. 
But many revered codes have foiled to establish 
a long-lived moral order. For example, the codes 
of Ashoka (India), Hammurabi (Babylon). Ly- 
curgus (Sparta) and Solon (Athens), which once 
held sway over mighty civilizations, are^today 
largely defunct. Perhaps they misjudged human 
nature and asked too much of us. Perhaps expe- 
rience from one epoch or culture is not wholly 
applicable to another. 

In this article. I describe an early effort — ten- 
tative but emerging— to approach the matter sci- 
entifically. 

In our everyday lives, as in the momentous 
affairs of nations, we must decide: What does it 
mean to do the right thing? How do we ded with 
an enemy? Should we ever take advantage of 
someone who treats us kindly? If hurt by a friend. 



Inmost inspiring 20th-century exemplars of the 
Silver Rule are Mohandas Gandhi and Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. They counseled oppressed peo- 
ples not to repay violence with violence, but not 
to be compliant and obedient either. Nonviolent 

civil disobedience was what they advocated 

putting your body on the line and showing, by 
your willingness to be punished in defying an 
unjust law, the justice of your cause. They aimed 
at melting the hcarisof their oppressors. It worked, 
up to a point. But even Gandhi had trouble rec- 
onciling the rule of nonviolence with the neces- 
sities of defense against those with less lofty rules 
of conduct. ' 

TTie Brazen Rule. “Repay kindness with kind- 
ness,” said Confucius, describing relations be- 
tween individuals, “but evil with justice,” This 
might be called the Bronze or Brazen Rule: “Do 
unto others as they do urito you." It’s “an eye for 
an eye, and a tooth for a tooth," plus “one good 
turn deserves another." In actual human (and 
chimpanzee) behavior, it’s a familiar standard. 
Without having to appeal to anyone’s better na- 
ture, we institute a kind of operant conditioning, 
rewarding others when they’re nice to us 


or helped by on enemy, should we reciprocate in the wlentitt OaH wonders ‘

kind? 

Examples are all around us; Your siste^in-]aw ignores your 
snub and invites you over for Christmas dinner. Should you 
accept? A co-worker makes you look bad in front of the boss. 
Should yoM Uy to get even? Should you cheat at cards? On a 
larger scal|:: Should we kill killers? If a power company sup- 
|-p^ a sypiphony orchestra, ought we to ignore its destructive, 
j altfibugh legal, pollution of the environment? Shattering a 
worldwide voluntary moratorium, China resumes its testing 
of nuclear weapons. Should we? 

In making such decisions, we're concerned not only with 
doing right but also with what works — what makes us and 
the rest of society happier and more secure. There's a tension 
bctwMn what we call ethical and what we call pragmatic. If, 
even in the long run, ethical behavior were self-defeating, we

respect it but in practice ignore it) Bearing in mind the vari- 
ety and complexity, of human behavior, are there any simple 
rules — whether we call them ethical or pragmatic — that ac- 
tually work? Let’s look at some of the rules we're taught: 

The Golden Rule. The most admired standard of behavior 
in the West is the Golden Rule. Its foimiilation in the first- 
century Gospel of St. Matthew is: “Do unto others os you 
would have them do unto you.” Almost no one follows it con- 
sistently. When the Chinese philosopher K’ung’-Tzu {known 
as Confucius in the West) was asked in the sixth century B.C. 
his.opinion of the Golden Rule — of repaying evil with kind- 
ness — he replied, “Then with what will you repay kindness?” 

. The Silver Rule. The Silver Rule is different: “Do not do I 
unto others what you would not have them do unto you.” The I 
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pushovers, but we're not unforgiving either. 

The Iron Rule..^nd others. Of baser coinage is the Iron 
Rule: “Do unto oUicrs as you like, before they do it unto you." 
It’s sometimes formulated as, “He who has the gold makes 
the rules," underscoring not just its rejection of, but also its con- 
tempt for, the Golden Rule. This is the secret maxim of many, 
if they can get away with it, and often the unspoken precept 
of the powerful. 

Finally, I should mention two mixed rules, found through- 
out the living world. They explain a great deal. One is; "Suck' 
up to those above you. and intimidate those below.’’ This is the 
mono of bulli^. It’s really the Golden Rule for superiors, the 
Iron Rule for inferiors. Since there is no known alloy of gold 
and iron. we’II c^l it Ac Tin Rule for its flexibility. The oth- 
er common rule is: ‘G ive p recedence In all things to closeiel:. 
atives. and do as you like to others”— the Golden Rule for 
relatives, the Iron Rule for others. This Nepotism Rule is 
known to evolutionary biologists os “kin selection." 

Despite its apparent practicality, there's a ^tal flaw in the 
Br^nRule: unending vendetta. Each act of justifiable retri- 
bution triggers another. Violence begets violence. The rea- 
sonable part of us tries to keep the peace, but the passionate 
part of us cries out for vengeance. Extremists in the two war- 
ring factions can count on one another. They are allied against 
^® /cst of us, contemptuous of appeals to understanding and 
loving kindness. A few hotheads can force-march a legion of 
more prudent and, rational people to brqtality and war. 

What games teach us. Clearly, the Brazen Rule is too un- 
forgiving. But the Golden and Silver Rules seem tpo com- 
placenL They systematically reward cruelty and expfoiiation. 
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It is hard to imagine a Hitler or a Stalin 
being shamed into redemption by good 
example. The Iron Rule promotes the 
advantage bf a ruthless and powerful 
few against the interest of the many. 

• So is there a'rule between the Golden 
and die Silver, <yi the one hand, and 
the Brazen and Iron, on the other, 
which works better than any of them? 

Suppose we seek not to confirm or 
deny what we've been taught but to 
find out what really works. Is there a 
way to test alternative codes of ethics? 

We’re used to playing games in 

• which somebody wins and somebody 
loses. Every point made by our oppo- 

. nent puts us that much farther behind. 
"Win-lose" games seenj so natural that 
many people are hard-pressed to think 
of a game that isn't win-lose. In win- 
lose games, the losses just balance the 
wins — that's why they’re also called 
“zero-sum" games. 

Many children are appalled the first 
time they really come face to face with 
the “lose” side of win-lose games. On 
the verge of bankruptcy in the game 
Monopoly,”* for example, they plead 
for specif dispensation. When &s is 
not forthcoming, they may, in tears, 
denounce the game as heardess and 
unfeeling — which, of course, it is. 
Wihin the rules of Monopoly, there's 
no way for players to cooperate so that 
all benefit Iliat's not how the gome is 
designed. The same is true for boxing, 
football, hockey, basketball, baseball, 
lacrosse, tennis, racquetball. pinochle, 
chess, all Olympic events, yacht and 
cor racing, potsy and pardsan politics. 
There may be rewards for teamwork, 
but not for teamwork with the oppo- 
nent In none of these games is there on 
opportunity to practice tbeGolden or 
Silver Rule, or even the Brazen. There 
is room only for the Rule of Iron. 

Nuclear war. however (and many 
conventional wars), economic depres- 
sion and assaults on the global envi- 

r onment are all “lose-lose” pro posi- 

tions. Such vital human concerns os 
love, hiendship. parenthood and the 
pursuit of knowledge are “win-win’’ 
propositions. Everyone gains from the 
creation of gteat music, ait, architec- 
ture and literature, wise jMd just laws 
and. indeed, far-seeing moi^ codes. 

Our vision is dangerously narrow if all 
we know is “win-lose.” '

" Axelrod in a continuing round-robin com- 
puter tournament. Various codes of be- 
havior confront one another, and at the 
end we see who wins (who gets the light- 
est cumulative prison term). The simplest 
strategies might be to cooperate all the 
time, no matter how much advantage is 
taken of you; or never to cooperate, no 
matter what bwnefits might accrue from 
cooperation. Both the Golden Rule and 
the Iron Rule'always lose — the one from 
an excess of kindness, the other from on 
overabundance of ruihlessness. Strategies 
that ore slow to punish defection lose, in 
part because they send a signal that non- 
cooperation works. 

A rule that works. The most effec- 
tive strategy in many such tournaments 
is called “’nt-for-Tat.” It’s very simple: 
You start out cooperating and, in each 
subsequent round, simply do what your 
opponent did the lost time. You punish 
defections, but once the other player co- 
operates, you’re willing to let bygones 
lie bygones. At first it seems to garner 
only mediocre success. But as time goes on, the other strate- 
gies defeat themselves — from too much kindness or too much 
cruelty — and this middle way pulls ahead. 

^cepi for always being nice on the first move, Tlt-for-Tat , 
is identical to the Brazen Rule. It promptly (in the very next . 
game) rewards cooperation and punishes diuectioh, and it has 
ibe great virtue th at it makes its strategy absolutely clear. 

TbrsueceiScirnPfor-Tat strategists must find others who are ’ 
willing to recipro ca t e playera with whom to cooaaete. Once 
there get to be several players employing Tlt-for-Tat. they rise 
in the standings together. After the first touraamenL in which 
the Brazen Rule unexpectedly won, some experts thought it 
would pay to l>e less forgiving. Next tournament, they tried to' ' 
exploit the Brazen Rule by defecting more often. They did 
poorly. Even experienced strategists tended to underestimate 
the power of forgiveness and reconfciliation. 

The superiority of the Brazen Rule in such tournaments 
Vps discovered by Axelrod and described in his remarkable ' 
book The Evolution of Cooperation.
